Long and lanky Vermillion County, Indiana, is held together by the Wabash River, which flows in great Wrecker Service 
winding loops to form its eastern boundary. The river has shaped the history of the area, beginning with the Da 
Mound Builders and then the Indians, who built their villages along its banks. Later, settlers painfully poled ge 
their flat boats against this main artery of the Northwest Territory and General William Henry Harrison 
marched to meet Tecumseh along its winding bottoms. 


The agricultural character of the county changed rapidly in the early 1900’s, when hundreds of immigrants 
came to find work in deep-shaft coal mines, building a rich ethnic heritage. Another boom period occurred in 
the 1940’s, when the U.S. government built a plant in northern Vermillion County, employing thousands of 
people in construction and eventual production work.

*""The Crossroads of America", adopted in 1937, Indiana’s name came from that old Indiana Territory created and named in 
1800 by Congress when it separated all or part of five states from the Northwest Territory. The territorial name was retained when 
Indiana became a state in 1816. Indianapolis’ name is also derived from the territorial and state name (Indiana plus “polis”, Greek 
word meaning city. Thus the capitol "city of Indiana"). 


Origin of the nickname "Hoosier" is still debated. One explanation is that it was derived from the "Who's yere?" greeting 
of pioneers to the night-time callers. 

First known white man to visit what now is Indiana was Robert Cavalier de La Salle, French explorer, in 1679. French trad- 
ing posts were established near Fort Wayne and Lafayette prior to 1720, and at Vincennes in 1732. England won control of the terri- 
tory as a result of the French and Indian War (1754-63) and the fledgling United States took possession as a result of the 
Revolutionary War. 

To govern its vast possession, called the Northwest Territory, Congress enacted the Ordinance of 1787. The Indiana 
Territory was separated from the Northwest Territory in 1800. Although it once included all or parts of five present states, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, it was pared to Indiana's present size by 1812. William Henry Harrison, later the ninth 
U.S. President, was first territorial governor and the general whose forces victory over the Indians in the Battle of Tippecanoe (1812) 
near Lafayette, opened much of the state to settlement. 

Vincennes served as territorial capital from 1800 to 1813, when the seat of government was moved to Corydon. The territo- 
rial legislature in 1815 asked Congress to authorize statehood for Indiana. A Constitutional Convention, in session from June 10 - 
19, 1816, drafted Indiana's first Constitution and the state was admitted to the Union December 11, 1816. 

To encourage further settlement of the state, the capital was moved northward to Indianapolis in 1825. The National Road 
(now U.S. 40), an east-west route across the state, and the Michigan Road, which ran from Lake Michigan to the Ohio River, were 
built in the 1830s. As settlers poured into the state, demands for more transportation facilities led the legislature to adopt the 
Mammoth Internal Improvement Act of 1836, which provided for a canal system, some roads and rail lines. Indiana went heavily 
into debt to finance the system, but the canals proved extremely costly to build and were, when rails became practical, abandoned. 
The debt incurred for the canal system led to a prohibition in the 1851 Indiana Constitution against the state going into debt except 
for emergencies. 

Two-thirds of Indiana was still a wilderness inhabited largely by Indians when the state was admitted to the Union. But, by 
1850, Indian tribes had relinquished their claims to land in the state and only a few hundred were still living in Indiana. 

Indiana strongly supported President Abraham Lincoln in the Civil War. It sent more than 208,000 man into battle and the 
24,416 Hoosiers who lost their lives still is the greatest number of Indiana sons to die in any war. Only one Civil War battle — a raid 
by 2,500 cavalrymen led by General John Hunt Morgan — was fought on Hoosier soil. 

Accelerated industrialization and urbanization, spurred by railroad construction, followed the war. In four decades, these 
trends were to change Indiana from an agricultural to an industrial and from a rural to an urban state. 

More than 130,000 Hoosiers served in World War I, with 3,000 dying in service. General prosperity followed the war, but 
the financial collapse of 1929 brought unemployment, mortgage foreclosures and bank failures. Indiana, like most their states, was 
well on the road to recovery by the time World War II broke out. In that conflict, 340,000 served and 10,000 gave their lives.

CLAY COUNTY, IN - HISTORY 


HISTORY OF BRAZIL, INDIANA 

- Some time before 1866, a man by the name of Thorpe moved a house from Harmony down the Cumberland 
Highway to what is now the site of Brazil, Indiana. When there were four property owners, Mr. Thorpe, Mr. 
Hipplehauser, and “Yankee” Bill (William) Stewart were asked to choose a name for the area. Yankee Bill sug- 
gested the name Brazil because Brazil, South America was much talked about at the time. As the story goes, Mr. 
Hipplehauser was asleep, and Mr. Thorpe agreed that it would be a good idea to give this new town the name of 
the largest state in South America, and so we were named py Mr. Thorpe and Mr. Stewart. 

On October 1, 1866, by a majority vote the town was incorporated, and the first town election was held on 
December 18, 1866. The streets in the new town were made of boards and logs laid crosswise. In 1870, Main 
Street was graded to a uniform grade and a layer of cinders and pounded stone was spread over it, making it the 
first improved street in town. An ordinance was passed the same year making it unlawful to build a wooden build- 
ing on Main Street from Center to Depot. 

On March 3, 1873, the citizens of Brazil voted for city incorporation and began talking of improvements that 
needed to be made. On September 4, 1875, the city celebrated the completion of a water system with demon- 
strations of water pressure all over town and bands playing all day. A dam had been built between hills and eight 
wells dug to the gravel bed on the west side of the Water Works Road. 

By 1894, Main Street had been paved with brick, however, the favorite building material was still cement 
because the names of streets could be put in it. Improvements continued to be made, and at one time there were 
nine clay-working plants in Brazil, making it the clay center of the world.

THE CLAY COUNTY COURTHOUSE 
The Clay County Courthouse was built between 1912 and 1914 on land given to the county for the purpose by 


Robert S. and John Stewart in 1871. One is immediately impressed by the massive construction of the great 
building. The National Avenue entrance is of Roman architecture with huge pillars on solid blocks of stone tow- 
ering up three stories in height. 

In the center of the building is a rotunda of unexcelled beauty with the inlaid tile floors, marble wainscoating, 
gold leaf, and granite columns towering upward to the roof of the building supporting the great cupola. Through 
the many windows of this, light floods upon the arched dome of stained glass which visitors see from beneath. 
This produces a breathtaking scene by day and fills the building with a soft, mellow and pleasant light. 

In January of 1987, the stained glass dome was rededicated after having been cleaned and repaired. Much other 
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
